0 \  the  morning  of  March  18  the  .whole  Allied  fleet  advanced  to 
the  narrows.

"You  are  a  more  Important  element 
r  thla  trial,  by  long  odds,  than  i

sage In  which  he  reminded  the  Jurors 
that  they  were  the  sole  Judges  of 
question.i  of  f.Tot  "If  I  make  a  mis- 
take, there  fortanately  a  tribunal 
to  mend  that  mistake.  If  you  make 
n  mistake,  although  It  la  not  impoa- 
Kible  «o  net  It  right,  it  la  a  very  much 
more  dIfllouH  matter." 

Mr.  Matheaen  waa  warily  con- 
rrutu'ated  by  many  persons  In  the 
courtroom  aa  he  left  it  after  his  ac- 
cvjittat.

tion hy  Dean  11  K  J  1  le.  ,n  to. lay

quests from  other  bodies,  asking  for 
an  educational  department  la  the  in- 
stitution, the  authorities  had  taken 
up  the  matter  with  the  Department  of 
laliH.iliioi  This  had  'ed  to  llir  cstab- 
li*hmenl  of  a  course  nl  the  univcraity 
for  Candida  tee  for  academic  eertlll- 
cates. 

The  university  could  well  take  upon 
itself  the  task  of  research  In  child 
psychology,  and  measurement  In  In- 
telligence and  abiiiiy.  and  conaidera- 
tion  of  tax.iiioii  problems,  said  Dean 
Coleman.  The  inslliutlon  should  he 
an  analyst  of  conditions,  an  expert 
adviser  to  which  the  t'rnvlnce  COOld 
turn  for  practical  suggestions.
